COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicants would like to make of record that their agreement to the amendments 
to their claims made by the Examiner's Amendment included with the Notice of 
Allowability is based on: (1) the scope of Claim 12 being unchanged by the reordering 
of the phrases used in that claim, and (2) Claims 35, 36, 38, and 39 being broadened, 
rather than narrowed, by the amendments to those claims.
